2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In view of appeal brief filed 4/7/09 (see particularly, pages 8-13), claims 7 and 13 is 
allowed over the prior art. Applicant argued that "the sum of the mesopore and macropore 
volume" is equal to the difference between the total pore volume and the micropore volume as 
defined in the specification (see page 8, lines 24-29). Thus, as defined by the specification, 
mesoporous activated carbon particles requires a water filter having a blend of macropores, 
mesopores, and micropores. Cannon provides teaching regarding mesopore volume and 
micropore volume (see col. 8, lines 4-8; col. 9, lines 29-32); however, Cannon does not provide 
the teaching of macropores; hence, Cannon fails to teach that the sum of the mesopore and 
macropore volumes of filter particles is between about 0.2 mL/g and about 2 mL/g wherein 
mesopore means an intra-particle pore having a diameter between 2 nm and 50 nm, and 
macropore means an intra-particle pore having a diameter greater than 50 nm. Furthermore, 
Cannon does not teach that its water filter having a Filter Bacteria Log Removal of greater than

about 2 logs and a Filter Viruses Log Removal of greater than about 1 log. Dependent claims 8- 
9, 11-12, 14-15 and 17-25 are allowed.
